To the Citizens of Sunapee: 


The graduates of our High School in the class of 
24 were Mildred T. Lane, Doris E. Cross and Arnold F. 
Noyes. The address of the evening was given by Rev. 
Frederick L. Fagley of White Plains, N. Y. The senior 
class this year has only one member and the juniors 
have five. 


We feel that we were fortunate in our choice of a 
Supt. when we chose our present one, Mr. True C. Mor- 
rill, and we think he is doing splendid work for our 
schools, and is very well liked. 


The Agricultural Building had new cement piers 
put in during the summer. These were badly needed 
and it seemed policy to have them put in before the 
new asphalt shingles were laid. These two items have 
been our big repair expenditures for the current year. 


New portable seats were advised and added to one 
of the rooms at the Center School and have made a fine 
improvement in our material equipmment. Transpor- 
tation this year has so far gone on very smoothly with 
only a minor detail to be adjusted here and there. 


A number of changes in our teaching force took 
place at the close of our year’s work and the new school 
year started with every indication that our present 
corps of teachers would put in as good a year of work 
as any we have had.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Sunapee: 


The progressive spirit of the citizens of Sunapee 
has served to inspire me in my work as your Superin- 
tendent. Everywhere is present an attitude which 
gives the impression that “nothing is too good for our 
children.” We shall seek the best for them and shall 
be satisfied only when that ideal is attained. No sel- 
fish ambitions are side-tracking the rights of your 
children. That is why it is such a pleasure to work 
whole-heartedly for better, and still better schools for 
Sunapee. I wish to congratulate you on the high mor- 
ale maintained throughout your town in matters per- 
taining to education. 

There are certain factors within our schools which 
must be established before we shall have what will be 
considered to be ideal schools for Sunapee. We are not 
so far from that goal but I will attempt to analyze 
the situation as I see it. 


The Schools; 


During my first year as your Superintendent 
many citizens told me they were not satisfied with 
the results being obtained in the Intermediate room 
due to so many children being in the room. ‘The fact 
was, as I saw it, there was, one too many grades in 
the room. As a consequence of my recommendation 
to the School Board and its favorable action, we were 
able to remove the fifth grade from the room. This 
fifth grade is grouped with the sixth grade, making an 
enrollment of 38 pupils for the room formerly occu- 
pied by the High school pupils. 

This room as occupied by the pupils of the fifth and 
sixth grades at the present time constitutes the weak- 
est link in the chain of organization in our schools. 
This is due to the fact that we should have a full- 
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time teacher in the room for these pupils. The in-. 
dividual teachers who have had some of the work in 
this room have done as good work as is possible under 
such conditions, yet such arrangements are always 
unsatisfactory as they lead to a divided responsibility. 
I most earnestly recommend to the Board and Citizens 
that steps be taken to provide a full-time teacher for 
these two grades. This will create a situation for 
these pupils which will make the work as satisfactory 
as it is in the Primary and Intermediate grades at 
present. 

No better vear’s work has been done in this 
school union with greater progress of pupils than has 
been done by Miss Kenyon this year. Her work is 
well planned and her work for these grades in drill 
is superior. This is very important as the success of 
the work in the primary grades depends on drill, drill, 
drill. 

Mrs. Berry in undertaking the work for the newly 
organized room was confronted with the problem of 
getting the new groups up to a grading commensurate 
with the demands enforced by the newly speeded- 
up work. I feel that she now has the work well in 
hand and can look forward to a well merited year of 
progress. As the pupils from these first four groups 
come into the upper grades, the thorough foundations 
in the essentials taught in these grades will be quite 
evident to the teachers receiving them. A still greater 
advantage will be a better command of all subject 
matter by the pupils, enabling them to maintain a 
better standing in school. After all, this is the pri- 
mary purpose of all our educational provisions. 


High School 


The average high school today may not be con- 
sidered to be offering to its young people courses 
equal to other places unless it presents the following 
courses: a general course; (a college course is now 
available but not elected by any pupils); a scientific 
course, now given in the form of our Agricultural 
Course; a Commercial course. 

The last named course was introduced into the | 
school last fall with a trained teacher in charge . The 
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course has proved popular with sufficient power to hold 
those enrolled. This course will continue to enroll 
its share of pupils. Pupils completing the course, 
whether going into business, to college, to the farm, 
or home will find the training of lifelong usefulness. 
The department could use one more typewriter to good 
advantage, otherwise than this it is well equipped. 


The Domestic Arts Department is serving its 
purpose well. Miss Doherty has taken up the work 
well as left by Miss Johnson. It was not an easy po- 
sition to fill due to the efficient work of Miss Johnson 
and her popularity in the school. So far as I have 
been able to determine the Department has not suf- 
fered by the change. Miss Doherty’s superior schol- 
arship and diligent attention to the details of the work 
have contributed greatly to the continued success of 
the Department. 


I consider the work done by Miss Whittemore 
this year in French as good as any that has ever come 
to my attention in any school I have ever seen. If one 
of these pupils should have occasion to take French in 
another school he would soon appreciate the fact 
that he has been well taught along the right lines by 
one who has an unusual grasp of the subject with the 
ability to impart it. Miss Whittemore’s success as 
an English teacher is no less conspicuous or successful. 


Mrs. Bartlett’s grasp of the details of the school 
makes her a very valuable person in the school. Her 
versatility in handling her varied subjects in a man- 
ner to cause an enthusiastic response from her pupils, 
is also a valued asset. It must be remembered that 
Mrs. Bartlett is teaching a wider range of disassociat- 
ed subjects than the other high school teachers. Altho 
teaching subjects which naturally lead to discussing 
topics of diplomatic delicacy yet I feel she is handling 
them with unusual tact. 


Mr. Rowe’s work in the school as a teacher of 
Agriculture is always highly commended by the 
State Sipervisor of Agriculture, Mr. Whittemore. Mr. 
Rowe was offered a position at Alton last year at an 
increase in salary which he decided not to accept. 
With the success he has attained in teaching Agri- 
culture and the high esteem in which he is held at 
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the State department, Sunapee cannot expect to re- 
tain his services long. 


Rural Schools 


The Georges Mills School enrolling twenty pu- 
pils this year is being well taught by Miss Dodge. Her | 
superior scholarship seems to be filling the needs at 
this school. This school has always impressed me as 
an unusually happy assembly of children .eager to 
learn all there was to learn. Such a situation needs a 
teacher of vision, imagination and scholarship. That 
is why I believe Miss Dodge is so well fitted for the 
work of the year. 

The Collins School is now enrolling about ten pu- 
pils. Although I am not an advocate of unqualified 
consolidation, yet I believe the pupils at this school 
would profit greatly by accepting the more superior 
educational opportunities presented in the larger 
grades at the Center School. The advantage extended 
to the pupils at Wendell last year can just as readily 
be obtained by the pupils at this school. A year spent 
in grades offering 20 minute periods to its pupils would 
so far surpass the progress made in grades where the 
recitations rarely exceed 15 minutes, due to the larger 
number of grades, the few days of winter when a 
transportation team couldn’t get to the center would 
soon be forgotten by parents and pupils alike when 
the greater progress was observed and experienced. 
I am not insistent that this school should be closed 
but I am suggesting the possibilities in store for these 
pupils. If a majority of the parents involved in such 
a venture should petition the school board for a trial 
of such an arrangement I am sure the results would 
soon bear out my claims for better education. 

Due to the fine spirit of co-operation’ in school 
matters that exists in town it would be folly for me 
to enumerate here those things that I think should 
be undertaken in our schools. I knew that whatever 
should be done will be done in the order of its neces- 
sity with a spirit of progressiveness that will not be 
deadening to anyone’s enthusiasm. When such a spirit 
exists I feel that I couldn’t be better situated as an 
educator for helping to do my part in trying to keep 
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our young people abreast of the times in up-to-date 
knowledge which shall fit them to better carry on 
those desirable things they are destined to do anyway. 
Assuring the School Board and Citizens of my 
great interest in the two hundred (more or less) boys 
and girls in our town in seeing that they are directed 
in our schools to become stronger and better physi- 
cally, mentally, morally and civically, I will close this 
my second annual report with a pledge to try to do 
increasingly more for them in the days that are to 
come in so far as my strength and ability permit.
